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A  Message  from  President  Wheeler 

The  American  high  school  has  a  place  of  its  own — it  does 
not  need  to  imitate  the  university  nor  to  continue  the  tradi- 
tions of  the  grades — it  reigns  within  a  territory  of  its  own, 
and  it  must  adapt  itself  to  the  conditions  of  that  territory 
and  be  true  to  itself.  I  am  always  glad  when  I  hear  of  a 
high  school  initiating  new  measures  and  methods  which  are 
originally  conceived  and  distinguished  from  the  methods  em- 
ployed in  the  university.  I  advise  every  high  school  man  to 
hold  aloof  from  the  university  and  its  associations  until  he 
actually  enters  it.  It  is,  for  instance,  a  positive  disadvantage 
for  a  young  man  to  become  associated  with  a  college  fra- 
ternity while  he  is  still  in  the  high  school.  You  will  make 
best  use  of  your  school  if  you  try  while  you  are  in  it  to  live 
its  life  to  the  full  and  promote  its  best  interests  with  every 
pound  of  weight  there  is  in  you. 

In  these  days  the  young  man  can  well  afford  to  be  proud 
of  his  high  school — surely  every  Berkeley  High  School  man 
has  reason  to  be.  These  schools  are  developing  and  improv- 
ing with  marvelous  rapidity ;  their  students  appreciate  it ; 
they  appreciate  the  new  spirit  which  animates  the  curriculum 
and  the  new  ardor  and  interest  which  animates  the  instruc- 
tion, and  they  appreciate  the  spirit  in  which  teachers  are 
asking  their  co-operation  and  allowing"  them  to  serve  the  in- 
terests of  the  school.  There  is  no  point  within  our  whole 
educational  scheme  where  there  is  quite  so  much  interest 
centered  today  as  in  the  high  school.  There  surely  is  no 
capacity  in  which  a  teacher  can  do  quite  so  much  good  for 
the  lives  of  his  students  as  in  the  high  school.  In  like  man- 
ner is  it  true  that  for  most  men  the  high  school  age  is  the 
making  or  breaking ;  it  is  the  age  when  a  man  either  learns 
how  to  study  or  acquires  habits  of  mental  idling  from  which 
he  is  unlikely  never  to  recover.  After  all,  the  chief  thing  in 
education  is  to  learn  how  to  focus  one's  mind.  You  must 
learn  how  to  make  the  mind  center  its  attention  on  any  ob- 
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ject  or  process  you  choose  for  it;  if  you  cannot  do  this  you 
cannot  think,  and  if  a  man  cannot  think  the  only  way  he 
can  live  his  life  is  to  be  switched  from  one  object  to  an- 
other object  of  attention  according  to  circumstances  which 
the  world  outside  of  him  dictates.  The  way  for  one  to  be- 
come a  man  is  to  make  himself  free  from  that  dictation  of 
the  outer  world  :  he  must  not  allow  that  outer  world  to  dic- 
tate to  him  either  in  matter  of  sensuous  delights  or  the  ob- 
jects of  thought  :  he  must  dictate  to  himself.  Then  he  will  be 
a  man  no  matter  what  his  age.

SENIOR  FINANCE 

The  all  important  question  facing  every  graduating  class 
is  one  of  finance.  "Where  will  the  money  come  from?"  and 
"how  shall  we  get  it?"  are  the  two  sides  of  the  question. 
Most  classes  drift  along,  entertaining  and  otherwise  spending 
their  money,  while  under  classmen,  and  thinking  little  of  the 
heavy  drains  of  the  senior  year.  A  class,  if  small,  figures  on 
spending  not  less  than  $350;  if  a  very  large  class,  not  more 
than  $500  or  $600.  The  small  dues  which  have  sufficed  dur- 
ing the  three  and  a  half  years  before,  are  now  inadaquate 


and  the  seniors  fuss  if  higher  dues  are  collected. '  "Assess," 
some  one  says,  but  the  Berkeley  Board  of  Education  pro- 
hibits such  a  step. 

What  are  you  going  to  do  about  it?  you  of  the  middle 
and  junior  classes.  Will  you  waste  your  money  on  tug  rides 
and  dances  in  your  "underclassmen"  days  and  stint  in  your 
senior  year? 

The  easiest  way  to  answer  the  question  to  raise  a  sum, 
is  to  see  how  other  classes  here  and  elsewhere,  have  done. 
The  present  senior  class  has  raised  the  dues  to  S2.00  and 
hopes  to  cover  all  expenses,  as  previous  classes  have  done 
the  same.  Some  few  classes  have  had  $1.00  dues  and  then 
on  finding  themselves  in  debt  have  had  to  ask  each  one  to 
give  what  he  could.  This,  of  course,  is  really  unfair,  as  some 
will  give  a  great  deal  more  than  others,  who  could  give 
more  than  they  do.  Xo  one  really  likes  to  have  to  pay  S2.00, 
but  his  desire  for  a  successful  class  and  his  good  old  "class 
spirit"  comes  to  the  front.  If  the  senior  classes  have  had 
financial  uccess  in  their  younger  days  and  have  saved  their 
money,  there  will  be  no  heavy  senior  dues.  A  class  really 
ought  to  have  $100  or  more  with  which  to  enter  its  high 
senior  term,  but  in  Berkeley  High  this  has  proved  well  nigh 
impossible.  The  candy  sales  net  only  $30,  all  told.  In  Ala- 
meda the  dues  are  $3.50  and  cover  everything,  senior  ball 
and  final  "prom,"  and  the  expense  of  their  senior  play.  In 
the  city  schools  the  dues  range  from  50  cents  to  S5.00,  and 
they  usually  have  assessments  which  make  the  amount  as 
much  or  more  than  our  $2.00  dues  ever  are.  So  in  the  end 
it  is  best  for  each  senior  to  save  his  money  and  pay  his  dues 
without  a  murmur. — D.  P.

BASKETBALL.

The 
Berkeley  High  team  was  picked  to  a  man  to  represent  the 
Berkeley  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  the  unlimited  class  of  the  Tri-City 
League,  when  they  beat  the  Oakland  and  San  Francisco 
teams,  thereby  winnig  the  championship.  They  also  gave 
the  Stockton  All-Stars,  the  state  champions  for  eight  years, 
the  hardest  game  of  their  career,  the  score,  however,  finally 
being  31  to  2  against  Berkeley. 

With  such  a  team  as  this  we  want  the  whole  school  to 
back  us  in  our  attempt  to  gain  the  state  high  school  cham- 
pionship, which  we  are  working  so  hard  to  win. 

Berkeley- Wilmerding. 

The  first  game  of  this  term  was  with  Wilmerding  on  Jan. 
7.,  at  the  Berkeley  Y.  M.  C.  A.  By  brilliant  teamwork. 
Berkeley  High  piled  58  points  to  Wilmerding's  7.  Warnie 
Norton,  Ted  Spencer,  and  Jimmy  Gardner  played  star  games 
as  forwards,  shooting  baskets  from  every  position.  Slater 
had  his  man  on  the  go  all  the  time,  while  as  guards  Austin 
and  Penfield  played  rings  around  their  men. 

The  Team's  Loss. 

The  team  suffered  a  severe  blow  when  Norman  Slater 
and  Charlie  Austin  left  school.  These  were  two  of  the 
best  men,  not  only  in  basketball,  but  in  Rugby  as  well.  How- 
ever, with  an  abundance  of  fine  material  left  we  expect  to 
fill  up  this  hole  very  creditably.  Phil  Embury,  playing  the 
best  game  of  his  career,  will  probably  make  the  All-State 
High  School  team  again  this  year.

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last  year.  Jimmy  Gardner  and  Ted  Spencer  find  little  trouble 
in  hitting  the  basket  and  two  new  men,  Chapman  and  Sebas- 
tian, are  showing  up  well. 

That  Lakeport  Trip. 

On  January  20.  we  won  from  the  Lakeport  Barraea  Club, 
42  to  19.  A  great  crowd  turned  out  to  root  for  the  home 
team,  and  the  spirit  that  these  people  showed  was  good  to  see. 
Our  fellows  played  one  of  their  best  games,  replete  with 
fine  passing,  and  against  them  the  Lakeport  team  was  help- 
less. Embury  was  the  star  of  the  game,  holding  their  best 
man  down  to  three  baskets.  Norton  and  Spencer  were  also 
in  the  limelight  with  their  fine  basket  throwing. 

During  their  stay  in  Lakeport  our  team  was  entertained 
in  the  finest  manner,  and-  enjoyed  themselves  every  minute 
of  the  time.  The  Lakeport  people  furnished  fine  "feeds," 
a  boat  ride  on  Clear  Lake,  and  many  other  amusements. 

Berkeley  vs.  Santa  Rosa.
